THE GAZA INCIDENT 


Armistice Commission — 


Finds Israel Guilty 


Gaza, Mar. 6. 


The Mixed Armistice Commission found Israel 
guilty of an attack against Egypt on the night of 
February 28 in the Gaza region at a meeting in the 
Sinai Desert near here today. 

The Commission rejected an Israeli complaint 
alleging a series of provocative acts by Egypt. The 
Commission ruled there was not sufficient evidence 
to back up the Israeli contention. 


The Commission, which reach- 
ed its decision fitter a tense 
eight-hour meeting, condemned 
the Israell attack as “brutal”, 
The Commission sald it felt 
“grave rola A over the serfous 
situation resulting from this at- 
tack,”* ie 

Salah Gohar, Palestine Affairs 
Chiet of the Egyptian Wor 
Ministry, expressed ‘his satisfac- 
tlon over the decision, He sald 
that Isracl's complaint against 
Egypt wos only a “delaying 
tactle designed to hold up the 
vote in the (United Nations) 
Security Council.”

JEWISH CLAIMS 
Austria Will 
Not Yield 
To Threats 


Vienna, Mar, 6. 
The Austrian Chancellor, 
Herr Julius Raab, sald to 
night that Austria would not 
be influenced by “intimida- 
tion and threats” in dealing 
with Jewish claims for losses 
under the Nazi occupation. 
Hoe declared In a broadcast 
that “exaggerated” claims and 
antl-Austrian actlons have only 
delayed an ugreement, The 
caims could only be dealt with 
under restitution laws, adopted 
to compensate those who suf- 
fered from the effects of the 
German annexation of Austria. 
Such laws were intended for 
all politivally persecuted people 
without regard to religion, race 
and language, Herr Raab said. 


NO CAPABLE' STATE 

There was no Austrian ee 
during the Nazi era capa ef 
preventing atrocities committed 
during that time, ‘Therefore 
our rcadincss to indemnify these 
victims represents oa social 
measure to lighten the burden of 
our former citizens. 

“Our contribution must not be 
taken as full compensation ab 
thd damage, for which nobody 


can hold us legally responsible,” |°

“The dhows can’t come closer 
than 200 yards from shore be- 
cause of coral reefs,” the RAF 
officer said “We chuck the 
drums overboard and our lads 
swim through the surf and 
manhandle them.

They tell, too, of land-locked 
fish in great pools of sca-water 
separated [rom the ocean by 
great duncs blown up in the 
sand-storms, The land-locked 
fish become cannibalistic. and 
Arabs clalm that one day these 
fish will breed a new human 
race: through much the same 
evolutionary processes as Charles 
Darwin described. 


There also are great flocks of 
sea birds with pelican-like beaks 


which swirl about with a nolse 


like jet aircraft.

AM often asked what bridge 
players do when they aro 
not playing in o tournament. 
answer Is simple: they go 
obout their regular business, 
just Ilke everybody else. Some 
are doctors, dentists, lawyers; 
some are businessmen; a 
about half of them are house 
wives. 


By way of example, today’s 
hand was played in the recent 
tegionul tournament in Milwou- 
kee by two prominent business- 
men of the Midwest. Joo Cohan, 
president of the Holmes Con- 
structlon Company, held the 
West cards; and Joe Fishelson, 
president of the Akron Brass 
Company, held the Eust cards. 
Both men are among Americn’s 
leading bridge players. 


Cohan led the queen of dia- 
monds from the West hand, and 
both Joes gasped when they 
suw the strength of tie dummy. 
Evidently South had bid four 
spades as a sacrifice, but the 
strong dummy might well en- 
able him to make his contract. 


Fishelson overtook the first 
trick with the king of diamonds, 
conUnued with the ace of din- 
monds, and then led a third 
dlamond, South ruffed with a 
jluw trwnp, led a heart to 
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West 
Pass 


dummy’s ace, and returned a 
trump, playing the king to force 
out West's ace, 


Cohan new needed one more 
trick tw set the contract, He re- 
jected the temptation to lead o 
hearl, for South's way of play- 
ing the hand made it clear that 
he had started with a singleton 
ln the suit, There was certainly 
no need to lead clubs, for ff the 
defenders had ao olub trick they 
could sit back and wait for it wo 
come to them. 


By the process of elimination, 
therefore, Cohan pbeked a 
fourth diamond as the = only 
good lead, When Cohan led the 
tuck of diamonds, Fishelson 
rose to the occasion by ruffing 
with the nine of spades. 


If South overruffed with the 
king of spades, West would 
eventually get the setting trick 
with the jack of spades. So 
South meekly discarded a club, 
allowing the nine of spades to 
take the setting trick.

ARMY DRIVER SUCCEEDS 
Conviction Not Supported 
By The Evidence 


Puisne Judge Mr Justice C. W. Reece this morning ‘deprecated at- 
tempts to recover civil damages through criminal prosecutions. Holding 
that he was not satisfied that the evidence had borne out the offence, he 
quashed the conviction of an Army driver who had been fined and made to 
pay damages to a woman driver as a result of an accident on the Taipo 
Market Bridge, last October. 

Appealling against his conviction by New Territories Magistrate, Mr Creedon, 
for driving without reasonable consideration for other persons using the road, was 
Pte D. Holford of Ist North Stafford Regiment, Fanling. He was fined $150 and 
ordered to pay $270.60 to Lam Hang-yau for the damage to her car when she drove 


it against the bridge railings. Lam had testified that she was forced to do this to 
avold the Army vehicle which began crossing the bridge 


as she was also crossing.

Turns Out To Be An 
Alsatian Dog 


The “seven - foot high 
creature covered in long 
grey hair” which attacked a 
young villager and put the 
Stanley villagers in fear for 
several days is nothing more 
monstrous than «a huge 
Alsatian. 

The Police caught the dog 
among some bushes in Ma 
Hang, Stanley, yesterday.
